been in a. comatose state. They breathed 


in some of the carbonic acid which escaped 
from a new china kiln, while the birds un- 
consciously took in fatal draughts. 


Dr. A. K. Bauer of 2100 Seminary avenue 


believes the patients will recover within a 
few days, after the strength and effect of 
the acid passes away. Meantime the wom- 
an and girl are deprived of the use of their 
speech, muscles Und ability to stay awake. 


Woman Finds Bodies. 

Dr. Bauer asserts the case has few prece- 
dents. He was called in last Friday. after 
Mrs. Clara Forsander of 2747 Mildred ave- 
nue discovered Mre. Kuder and the girl 
unconscious. 

Two weeks previously, shortly after the 
installation of a new. china kiln, Miss Stoll 
had become suddenly ill and spent two days 
at her residence, 2128 Sheffield ayenue. A 
few days later Mrs. Kuder felt ill, but con- 
tinued at her painting, 
was unexplained, but friends thought no 
more of it until Mrs. Forsander discovered 
the pair unconscious. | 

As Dr. Bauer entered the store he saw 
two canary birds fall dead from their 
perches. He examined the prostrate forms 
of Mrg. Kuder and the girl and first con- 
cluded ordinary illuminating gas had been 
inhaled. But he could smell no escaping 
gas. He started an investigation. Finally 
he examined the china kiln. Carbonic acid 
gas was estaping from loosened stove pipes 
above the kiln, but emitting little odor. 


Pulmotor Fails at Task. 

A pulmotor was called. It was the first 
effort of the pulmotor crew to save victims of 
carbonic acid. After the use of a tank of 
oxygen they withdrew helplessly, leaving the 
patients in a comatose state. 

Dr. Bauer had the patients sent to their 
residences. Then it developed each was in a 
sleapy stage. 

Ther .couldm’t stay awake, sald Dr. 
Bauer. They dropped off into sleep and 
must have slept twenty-four hours op a 
stretch. They lost control of their muscies. 
They couldn't speak. On Saturday their con- 
dition was the same. And on Sunday, while 
they showed some improvement, they were 
atili unconscious. 

No Treatment Possible, 

“There is little treatment possible. About

go to the bottom of the facta in the voting 
machine controversy. If the action of the 
election officials and the council members 
and others involved in the matter were inno- 
cent and devoid of anything but bad judg- 
ment it is highly desirable that they should 
be exculpated. If they or any of them were 
guilty of corruption, if the proceeding was 
in any way tainted with wrongful favor or 
fraud, it is even more impéttant, from the 
public point of view, that this should be 
ascertained and the wheels of punitive jus- 
tice started. 

What has been given to the grand jury in 


j the way of evidence or what other motive 


has led it tg ask for a special attorney 
cannot be known, since the proceedings of 
the jury are secret. But the public will not 
doubt that sound reasons underlie this un- 
usual but not unprecedented step. Politics 
is involved in the question before them, and 
it is only fitting that citizens bent solely upon 
the performance of their duty to the public, 
as these men obviously ate bent, should wish 
for their own counsel, their own examiner, in 
justice to themselves and their citizen duty. 
Vigorous examination, skilled questioning, 
pressed with the single purpose of estab- 
lishing the existence or nonexistence of cor- 
ruption, is absolutely essential. If political 
or factional bias dulle or diverts this service, 
then the jury is more than justified in secur- 
ing a more zealous and sincere legal agent. 
A state's attomey who plays politics with 
his -offi¢e is not a good representative of the 
public weal in the grand jury room or else 
where.

N many cities May 1 is moving day. It 
is a good day, a little better than the 
average, to look at some things from a 
new point of view. 


From the health standpoint, the bed-

ORD WEARDALE and his nephew, the 
Bari of Stanhope, who. head the dele- 

gation of. members of the 
tional conference for the celebration of 

the centenary of the treaty of Ghent, 


and of the 100 years of peace among English 


speaking peoples, now on its way across the 
Atlantic, were received in farewell audience 
before sailing On Friday last with their fellow 
commissioners by King he at Bucking- 
ham palace. 

Lord Weardale is no e on this side 
of the ocean, where he is more widely known 
by the name of Philip Stanhope, which he 
bore prior to his elevation to! the peerage 
some seven years ago. 

It was an elevation which created a good 
deal of astonishment at the time. Asan ad- 
vanced Radical in the lower chamber of the 
national legislature, he had frequently ad- 
vocated the policy of sweeping out of exist- 
ence the house of lords, woolsack, lord high 
chancellor, and everything connected there- 


~~ 

He began his career in the royal navy, is a 
civil engineer by profession, and a politician 
by inclination. His views on public ques- 
tions are diametrically opposed to those of 
most other members of the Stanhope family, 
though in keeping with those of certain of 
his ancestors, notably his great-grandfather. 
the third Earl of Stanhope. 

Thd earl, an avowed republican, the friend 
and associate of Robespierre, and at one time 
an officer of the Swiss militia, | Married the 
daughter of Lord Chatham, the elder Pitt. 

Of this union was born the brilliant and ec- 

centric Lady Hestef Stanhope, who kept 
house for her uncle, William Pitt, the pre- 
mier, until his death, was the flancée of Gen. 
‘Sir John Moore of Corunna celebrity. and 
who died in such a mysterious fashion in 
Palestine, as the wife of an Arab sheik. 

After the death of Lady Hester's mother 
the third Earl Stanhope married again, and 
Lord Weardale, as well as his nephew, the 
present Earl of Stanhope, are the lineal de- 
scendants of this second marriage. 

The fourth Earl Stanhope was the father 
of the late Duchess of Cleveland, and the 
grandfather, therefore, of Lord Rosebery.

Lord Weardale is married to a daughter 
ef the Russian Count Cancrine, the widow 
ot the late Count Alexis Constantinovitch 
Tolstoi. 

Until Philip Stanhope became Lord Wear - 
dale she insisted upon retaining her title of 
Countess Toilstei, whieh led to occasional 
odd contretemps when they were traveling 
in unsophisticated parts, of the world, the 
shocked innkeepers requiring evidence of the 
fact that they were actually married. owing 
to their being registered under different 
names. | : 

Lord Weardale’s longest stay in this coun- 
try was at the time of the world's fair at 
St. Louis, when he was the leader of the 
English delegation to the International Par- 
liamentary congress heid there

Mme. „Nordica Heard 
in Unusual Program.

ME. NORDICA’S admirers filled Orches- 
tra hall yesterday afternoon when the 
made what. 


a program of great length, selected indiscrim- 
inately and put together by luck, chance, or 
unkind fate. But the public upset all estab- 
lished laws as to the psychologically effective 
sequence of a well arranged musical enter- 
tainméent by applauding everything with the 
greatest cordiality. Even the artists who as- 
sisted Mme. Nordica were aceorded a generous 
share in this approval. 

The great soprano herself may be said to 
have degerved it by reason of her notadie 
service to the art in years gone by. She is 
a great personality and still commands in- 
terpretative powers that will never be im- 
paired, because they are but slightly concerned 
with vocal expression, A tendency to sing 
flat attested to vocal weariness yesterday and 
an in@bility to accomplish any qualitative dif- 
ferentiation in the tone bore witness to waning 
flexibility and responsiveness of the entire 
vocal medium . Nevertheless such numbers as 
Debussy Mandoline,“ Faure's Nell,“ and 
Leroux's Le Nil" were delivered with re- 
sourceful definition of the values of style and 
mood,

In the operatic excerpts; which ranged from 
Handel to Wagner via Puccini, so to speak, 
only the persistent intervallie Wiscrepancy ap- 
peared to mar a song distinguished by the 
vitality of ite spirit and the accuracy of its 
tradition.

We boarded 
two months and found that not only an ex- 
} pensive way of living but restricted also, s0 
We rented @ little six room cottage for $20. We 
got only good furniture (cash paid), just the 
things we actually needed to be comfortable and 
cozy—the furnishings for the dressing room, 
bathroom, and our one bedroom, the dining 
room, living room, and Kitchen. We pay cash 
for everything, running no bills whatever. Our 
income is apportioned as follows: Rent, $20; 
Might, $1; food, $16: fuel (average for year per 
month for cooking and heating), $8.60; laundry 
and washing, $8; insurance, $5.50; allowances, 
3 each; bank, $15; incidentals, $6: total; 388. 
AS We were both well equipped for clothes 
(everything being new when we were married), 
nothing was assigned for that. What we reed 
we take from our allowances. Now, my -hus- 
band's salary is $100. We have not increased 
bur household budget, however. Since we could 
get along comfortably with $85 income, tne 
increase of $15 goes into the savings bank. 
With the $15 in the savings bank and $15 in 
‘the checking bank, ready for emergencies, and 
each of us with an allowance of $5 a month, 
we have a feeling of security. independence, and 
freedom from worries. I do all my housework 
excepting the washings. My husband's shirts 
and collars and our sheets and pillow cases | 
send to the laundry. I have a girl come in 
for the rest of the washing and ironing and 
pay her 60 cents a morning. I use my. electric 
fron in the summer only, thus never exceeding 
the $1 light bill. I buy only sugar, flour, pota- 
toes, Canned goods, and soap in quantity.

A tank 
Steak, macerated, stuffed with bread or cracker 
stuffing, with chopped onions, ana rolled for 
baking makes a palatable, tender, nutritious 
dish. It may be larded or pieces of pork bound 
on it while baking. I have found my fireless 
cooker the best thing for cooking cheap cuts 
of meat, Net much fuel 4s required, only 
enough to heat the plates in the beginning, and 
every bit of nutrition is left in the meat. 
What is not in the meat is in the gravy. Des 
noodles and gravy is another cheap, nutritious 
dish. I do my own marketing, never ordering 
by telephone,. I find I get better material both 
in quality ahd quantity when I am there to 
see it wrappped up. In summer we have our 
own little garden, which cuts down our gro- 
cery bill quite a bit. I can everything from 
berries, vegetables, fruits, end jellies to meats 
and fish in season. 


We are careful about our clothes, having a 
few but in style and of the best material. A 
garment never is put away until well aired and 
brushed. Our, shoes are aired and then put 
away on trees. We never allow the heels to 
hecome.run down. Look at any one’s heels 
they may be scrupulously dressed outside, but 
if the heels are uneven and not wel biackenea 
or polished, you may be sure he or she is not 
serupulously clean and neat underneath, It ts 
a sure sign, too, that she is slack about her 
morning attire, or he in his room, Two pairs of 
shoes worn alternately during the week will 
make each pair last twice as long, Every third 
week my husband cleans and presses his suits 
and I my heavy clothes. They are aired out of 
doors at least once a month. These little at- 
‘tentions make our clothes look well always, 
and We never have to stay away from a «0d - 
time because our clothes are not presentable, 
I take strict care that everything is well 
mended and buttons are not off of anything. 
We spend $1 every month for some good amuse- 
ment, We take long walks togetner evenings 
and Sundays, bathe every day, and sleep seven

Next month I had a three weeks’ 
grocery bill, but saved $10 to use for food, and 
it lasted us twenty days, I had ten hens and 
our garden Was beginning to help us out, and 
next month I paid our last grocery bill, Sent 
we continued to eat cheap meats and our vege- 
tables. Having money enabled me to buy more 
cheaply than on credit, but a good many sup- 
pers consisted of bread and butter, an ess 
apiece, a creamed vegetable, and salad. 

We also saved on clothes. Th) only hat I 
had was a 79 cent sailor, and my husband wore 
his patched winter underwear till August. We 
laugh now in recalling our starving time, bat 
it was not so funny while it lasted. By paying 
cash for everything we finally caught up and 
are now actually saving mone each month.
